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MATRICULATION. 



The days of Matriculation at Queen's College are, 

1. The day after Ash- Wednesday. 

2. The Thursday before Ascension Day. 

3. The second Thursday in November. 

The Kegulations contained in the previous Memo- 
randum must have been carefully complied with by 
all Candidates. 

The Fee paid to the University at Matriculation is 
£2 10s. 

It is expected that those who come to be matri- 
culated will be prepared to undergo the University 
Kesponsions Examination about three weeks after 
the day of Matriculation. 

The Term of Matriculation will count as a Term 
of standing, but not as a Term of residence. 
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PUBLIC EXAMINATIONS. 



Members of Queen's College are required to pass 
Responsions by the end of their fourth, and 
Moderations by the end of their twelfth Term. 

All Foundation Classical Scholars of the College 
who have not passed Moderations, are required twice 
in the year to pass an Examination in portions of 
their Moderations work. The Tutors offer a Prize 
of books to the person who passes the best Exam- 
ination. Any Member of the College who has not 
passed Moderations is allowed to compete.

DEGREES. 



Before taking the B.Al. Degree it is necessary, 
1. To give due notice to the Dean. 

3. To give notice at the Buttery before 6 p.m. on 
the day previous to the Degree-day, and to pay the 
College Fees to the Butler, obtaining from him a 
receipt for College Dues, and a certificate of the 
number of Terms kept, &c. 

3. To pay arrears of Batells, if any, to the 
Bursar, and to obtain his counter-signature to the 
above certificate. 

4. To call on the Provost with the above certificate 
to obtain the permission of the College to take the 
Degree. 

5. To be at the Convocation House on the Degree 
day a quarter of an hour before Convocation com- 
mences, provided with the Matriculation paper and 
Testamurs, and to pay the University Fees to the 
Bedel. 

To take the M.A. Degree it is necessary, 

1. To give, if possible, at least three days' notice 
to the Dean. 
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2. To pay the College Fees to the Butler on the 
evening preceding the Degree-day, and to obtain 
from him a formal receipt for College Dues, and 
a certificate as to sufficiency of standing. 

8. To call on the Provost with the above certificate 
to obtain the permission of the College to take the 
Degree. 

4. To be at the Convocation House a quarter of an 
hour before Convocation commences, for the purpose 
of paying the University Fees, and signing the neces- 
sary Declaration. 

No Testamurs need be produced. 

The name of each Candidate for a Degree must be 
entered in a book at the Vice-Chancellor's house, be- 
fore 9 p.m. at latest on the day preceding the Degree- 
day. This may be done through the Butler.

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THE LIBRARY. 

Undergraduate Members of the College are allowed 
to borrow books (not being books of reference, e.g. 
Dictionaries) from the Library, for any period not 
exceeding three weeks. 

The Librarian is in attendance at the Library 
during Term, for the purpose of receiving appli- 
cations for books. Notice is given at the beginning 
of each Term of the hours of attendance. 

Eesident Graduates may, with permission from the 
College, obtain from the Librarian a key which will 
admit them to the Library in the day-time, and may 
take out books, provided that an entry be made in 
the Kegister of the name of the book, the name of 
the borrower, and the date. The date of the return 
of the book must also be entered in the same 
Register. 

All books borrowed during Term must be returned 
to the Library on or before the last day of Collections. 
No books may, under any circumstances, be taken out 
of Oxford. 

The possessor of a Library key should return it to 
the Librarian when he intends to go out of residence, 
or in any case before the end of each Term. 

A fine of £1 is to be inflicted for any violation of 
the last rule. 
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THE CHAPEL. 



All resident Members of the College are required 
to attend Chapel once each day, and twice on Sunday. 

Undergraduates residing in College, not being 
members of the Choir, are required to attend the 
Morning Chapel Service on at least three week- days. 

The hours of Chapel Service are, during Michaelmas 
and Lent Terms, 

On Sundays, Holy Communion 7.30 a.m. 

Morning Prayer 9.30 a.m. 

Evening Prayer 6 p.m. 

On other days. Morning Prayer 8 a.m. 

Evening Prayer 6.15 p.m. 

During Easter and Trinity Terms the hours of 
Service are, 

On Sundays, the same as above. 

On Saints* Days, Morning Prayer 8 a.m. 

Evening Prayer 6.16 p.m. 

On other days, Morning Prayer 7.30 a.m. 

Evening Prayer 6.16 p.m. 

Those who are prevented by any cause other than 
illness from being present at Morning Prayer on 
Sunday, are required to call on the Dean, without 
further notice, at noon pimctually. 
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Any one prevented by illness (unless his name is 
on the Aeger List) will send a note to the Dean to 
explain his absence. 

A plan, shewing the seat to be occupied by each 
Undergraduate in Chapel, is suspended in the Chapel 
at the beginning of each Term. 

It is the duty of the Scholars to read the Lessons 
for the Day in Chapel. 

The Scholars whose duty it will be to read each 
week during the Term are indicated on a List hung 
up in the Chapel at the beginning of each Term. 

The senior B.A. Taberdar in Chapel will always 
read the Second Lesson. The junior B.A. Taberdar 
in Chapel will read the First Lesson on Surplice 
days, i.e. on Sundays, Saints' Days and Eves. 

If the Scholar whose week it is to read the First 
Lesson is not in Chapel, the junior Scholar in Chapel 
will read it. If the Scholar whose week it is to read 
the Second Lesson is not in Chapel, the senior 
Scholar in Chapel will read it. 

No person who is not a Member of the College 
can be admitted to the Chapel Service without a 
written order from the Provost or one of the Fellows. 
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THE CHOIR. 



Members of the College Choir are not required to 
attend Morning Chapel on week-days. They are 
expected to be regular in their attendance at all the 
Choral Services, and at the Choir Practice under the 
Precentor. 

Members of the College desirous of joining the 
Choir, are requested to signify their deske to the 
Dean. When a vacancy occurs in the Choir, those 
whose names are on the Dean s list will be examined 
by the Organist, and the successful candidate will, 
on the Precentor s and Organist's recommendation^ 
be admitted to the Choir by the Provost 
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H 
ROOMS. 

The rents of College Booms are charged at the 
end of each Term of residence in the Batell Accomits. 

The rent of the Eoom is paid hy the actual tenant, 
whether he be the possessor of the fmniture in the 
Rooms, or not. 

All applications for change of Booms should be 
made to the Camerarius at least a fortnight before 
the end of Term. 

Valuations of furniture, including crockery, brushes, 
&c. are entered in the Batell Accounts, the cost of 
valuation being charged to the possessor of the fur- 
niture. 

No exchange or alienation of furniture is allowed 
under any circumstances, except by personal arrange- 
ment between the out-going and the in-coming tenant 
of the Booms. 

It is expected that the Booms should be left in all 
respects in habitable order when given up. 

The amount of the valuation of the furniture in a 
set of two Booms is not under ordinary circum- 
stances to exceed £40 ; in a set of three Booms, JE50. 

The College undertakes to keep the fabric in 
good order; e.g. to provide for the repair of 
window-frames, floors, walls. This does not apply 
to cases of wilful damage. All papering, painting, 
repair of fittings, &c. must be done at the expense of 
the occupant. 
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places, window-frames, floors, walls. This does not 
apply to cases of wilful damage. 

All papering, painting, repair of fittings, &c. must 
be done at the expense of the occupant. 

The College can only allow the occupancy of a 
complete set of Rooms during the first twelve Terms 
from the commencement of residence. If from 
illness, or other cause, an Undergraduate fails to 
complete the necessary residence within that time, 
the College will only undertake to provide him with 
a bedroom for the rest of the necessary residence. 

Those who desire to count a Term as a Term of 
residence, must take out something in Commons 
from the Buttery or Kitchen each day, but not 
necessarily for each meal, as a proof of residence. 
The same rule applies to those who are in Lodgings. 



LODGINGS. 

Those who are living in Lodgings are subject to 
the same College rules and discipline as those who 
are in College. 

The College reserves to itself the right of pro- 
hibiting any of its Members from occupying any 
particular Lodgings in the town. To obviate in- 
convenience, before engaging to take any Lodgings, 
Undergraduates should get the assent of the College, 
through the Dean, to their occupying the Lodgings 
in question. 
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AEGER LIST. 



Undergraduates who are prevented by illness from 
attending Chapel or Lecture, are required to obtain 
leave from the Dean for their names to be entered 
on the * Aeger List* 

Those who have their names upon the Aeger List 
are expected not to go beyond the gates of the 
College, without special leave from the Dean. 

They are provided with mutton broth and plain 
cooked meat from the Kitchen, as a matter of course; 
but can be permitted, on obtaining leave from the 
Dean, to substitute for tliis any food their medical 
attendant may deem expedient. 
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GATE FINES. 

The College Gate is closed at 9 p.m. After that 
hour no resident in Collie is allowed to go out, 
except by an order from a Tutor. The fine for 
coming into College between 

9 and 10 p.m. is Id. 

10 ... 11 2d. 

11 ... 12 Qd. 

A list of those who come in after 9 p.m. is sent to 
the Provost and the Dean. 

When any one who is not a member of the College 
goes out after 10 o'clock, the fine is imposed on the 
occupant of the rooms from which he came. 

Eesidents in lodgings are charged the same fines 
for going out of College, as residents in College are 
charged for coming in. 

These rules do not apply to Masters of Arts. 



SERVANTS. 

The wages of the College Servants are xxharged in 
Batells, and no Servant is entitled to receive any 
perquisites or gratuities whatever. The attention of 
all Members of the College is particularly called to 
this rule. 

Any complaints against the College Servants should 
be made to the Provost.

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THE HALL. 



The hour of Dinner is 6 p.m. 

There is also an early Dinner commencing at 
1.30 p.m. between May 1 and the end of the Sum- 
mer Term. 

A notice or the arrangement of the tables is put 
up in Hall at the beginning of each Term. 

The Senior at each table may, if he desires, order 
Dinner for the table, provided, 1st, that the order is 
given at the Kitchen before 10.30 a.m. ; Sndly, that 
the expense of the Dinner ordered does not exceed 
Is. 1 Id. a head for meat and vegetables. 

Any Undergraduate who wishes to withdraw his 
name from the Dinner in Hall, or who intends to 
have friends to dine with him, must send notice to 
the Kitchen before 10.30 a.m. at the latest 

No one can be allowed to bring in more than two 
Mends to Dinner on the same day. 
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THE KITCHEN. 

The Kitchen is open during the following hours : 

On Week-days, 7.46 to 10.30 a.m. 

12.45 to 1.30 p.m. 

8.46 to 9.30 p.m. 

On Sundays, 7.46 to 9.30 a.m. 

1.16 to 1.46 p.m. 

9.0 to 9.30 p.m. 

Breakfast for more than four persons cannot he 
supplied from the Kitchen without an order from 
the Dean, which order must he obtained and sent 
to the Kitchen before 9.30 p.m. for a breakfast on 
the following day. 

No hot breakfasts are supplied on Sunday. 

Supper for more than four persons cannot be sent 
to the same Booms. No exceptions to this rule are 
permissible. 

The charges made in the Kitchen vary with the 
Market Prices. 

A list of such charges is drawn out from time to 
time, and each resident is furnished with a copy.

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COLLEGE BILLS. 

An account is sent every Saturday during Term 
to each resident Member of the College, stating the 
expenses he has incurred in Kitchen and Buttery 
during the week ending the preceding Thursday. 

Before the commencement of Michaelmas, Lent, 
and Easter Terms, a Batell account is sent to every 
one who has been in residence during the preceding 
Term. This account must be settled with the 
Bursar on the appointed day in the first week of 
Term. No arrears can, under any circumstances, 
be allowed to accumulate. 

The above Terminal account contains the sum 
total of the Weekly bills, together with other charges 
due to the College for the preceding Term, which 
are explained below. 

Every Member of the College pays an annual Fee 
of £i to the University, and £1 (or in the case of 
Masters of Arts Us.) to the College. These charges 
are made in Batells, under the heads "University 
and College Dues." 

"Poor and Local Rates" are charged upon occu- 
pants of College Rooms according to a scale fixed 
by an oflScial valuation. The share of these Rates 
levied upon the public buildings of the College is 
divided equally among all residents, as is the " Ex- 
cise Duty" payable annually on the College Servants. 
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by an official valuation. The share of these Bates 
levied upon the public buildings of the College is 
divided equally among all residents. 

"Establishment Charges" is a contribution paid 
by every resident Member of the College towards 
salaries of Cooks, Hall Waiters, Porters, Shoe and 
Knife Cleaning, Delivery of Letters, Hall Fire, Gas, 
&c, and is paid in three Terminal instalments during 
the year, of £3 15«. by residents in College, and £2 
by residents out of College. 

The charge for attendance ("Bedmaker's Wages'*) 
is £2 8s. Qd. per Term of residence, and includes the 
entire salary of the servant. No supplementary fees 
ought to be expected or given ; and no perquisites 
belong to the servant. The attention of Under- 
graduates is particularly drawn to this rule, and it 
is hoped that they will assist in carrying it out. 

When a resident in College stays up for three 
weeks or more in Vacation, his servant is allowed to 
make an extra charge of bs a week, paid in Batells, 
four days to count as a week. 

The charge for "Cleaning Rooms," (i.e. carpet- 
beating, window-cleaning, grate-polishing, &c.) at 
the beginning of each Term, varies from 5«. to 
105. according to the size of the room, number of 
windows, &c. Independently of this, the servant is 
bound to keep the rooms and windows clean and 
tidy during Term. 
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Gentlemen who reside less than a whole Term are 
charged a pro rata share of Establishment Charges 
and Boom Bents. 

All letters placed in the College Letter Box should 
be stamped. The item " Postage" only includes such 
payments for understamped letters, &c. as are un- 
avoidably made at the Post Office by the College 
Postman. 

A list of the Messenger's and Laundresses' charges 
^\\\ be found at pages 18 and 19. 

The charge for Tuition is £8 at the end of each 
Term of residence, i. e. £24 per annum. After nine 
payments this charge ceases, and £1 \s. per Term is 
charged to those who are still attending College 
licctures. The Tutors allow £5 per Term for three 
Terms, towards Fees, to any Student who passes 
Moderations not later than his seventh Term, 
and reads to the satisfaction of his instructors in 
Natural Science. 

The holder of a Scholarship, Clerkship, or Exhi- 
bition has one-third of its annual value placed to his 
credit at each settlement of account.

GENERAL COLLEGE RULES. 



No music or singing is allowed within the College, 
except between the hours of 1 and 8 p.m. 

The Musical Society is, by special permission, allowed 
to practise in the Hall from 8 to 9 p.m. on Saturdays. 

No dogs are allowed to be kept or brought within 
the College. 

The University requires all its members to wear 
their academical dress in the streets before 1 p.m. 
and after dusk. The College requires its under- 
graduate members to wear their academical caps in 
the quadrangles till 1 o'clock. 

In Chapel, in Hall, at Lectures, or when calling 
officially on any officer of the College, members of 
the University are required to wear their academical 
dress. 

The University prohibits smoking in the streets; 
the College prohibits it in the quadrangles. 

Every resident in College is accountable for any 
disturbance or irregularity which may occur in his 
rooms. 

No undergraduate is allowed to sleep out of his 
rooms or lodgings, without special leave from the 
Provost; or to leave Oxford for the day, without the 
leave of the Dean. 
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No undergraduate is allowed to stay in Oxford 
after the last day of Collections, or to return before 
the first day of Term, without leave from the Provost. 

No undergi'aduate is allowed to hunt, unless 
application is made by his Parent or Guardian to 
the Provost for leave, specifying how often such 
leave is desired ; and he shall not hunt, without 
special leave being given on each occasion. 

No tradesmen, or others, are allowed to call on 
undergraduates resident in College for the purpose 
of soliciting their custom ; nor are beggars admitted 
within the College gates. Gentlemen are desired to 
assist the College Authorities in enforcing this 
regulation. 

The arrangement of hours of Chapel on Sundays 
will enable all the College servants to leave College 
in time to attend Morning Ser\'ice at their Parish 
Churches. It is desired that all resident Members 
of the College will cooperate with the College 
Authorities to secure this result, by finishing their 
breakfasts and leaving their rooms to be cleared 
some minutes before the hour of Morning Chapel.

Choice of rooms in College will be given to Can- 
didates for Admission in the order in which they 
pass the Examination. Should a greater number of 
Candidates satisfy the Examiners than there are 
rooms vacant in College, the successful Candidates 
who cannot be supplied with rooms will be allowed, 
with the consent of their parents, to commence their 
University residence in Lodgings, under the joint 
supervision of the University Delegates and the 
College authorities. Those who avail themselves of 
this permission will be allowed the first choice of 
rooms in College subsequently vacated.

All Classical Scholars and Exhibitioners of the 
College who have not passed Moderations, are re- 
quired twice in the year to pass an Examination in 
portions of their Moderations work. I'he Tutors 
offer a Prize of books to the person who passes the 
best Examination. Any Member of the College who 
has not passed Moderations is allowed to compete. 

A present of books of the value of £6 is given 
to every Member of the College who obtains a First 
Class in Moderations, and to the value of £10 to one 
who obtains a First Class in the Final Examination 
for B.A., or in the Examination for 6.C.L. 
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COLLECTIONS. 

Collections are held at the end of every Term. 

All resident B.A.8 and Undergraduates must 
present themselves punctually at 10 a.m. in the 
Hall, and wait till they are called in their turn 
hefore the College. Any one wishing to exchange 
his turn must apply to the Dean in the course 
of the preceding day. 

Examinations are held on the first Saturday in 
Michaelmas and in Lent Terms.

To take the M.A«. or any other superior Degree 
it is necessary, 

1. To give, if possible, at least three days* notice 
to the Dean. 

3. To pay the College Fees to the Butler on the 
evening preceding the Degree-day, and to obtain 
from him a formal receipt for College Dues, and 
a certificate as to sufficiency of standing. 

8. To call on the Provost with the above certificate, 
to obtain the permission of the College to take the 
Degree. 

4* To be at the Convocation House a quarter of an 
hour before Convocation commences, for the purpose 
of paying the University Fees, and signing the neces- 
sary Declaration. 

For the M.A. Degree no Testamurs need be 
produced.

For the B.C.L. and B.M. Degrees the Testamur is 
required. 

For the B.D. and D.D. Degrees Letters of Orders 
are required.

If they 
are likely to be wanted during the Long Vacation, 
steps should be taken to obtain them before the 
Summer Term is over. 

Candidates for Testimonials for Holy Orders must 
atate in what Diocese they seek to be ordained. 
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THE LIBRARY. 

Undergraduate Members of the College are allowed 
to borrow books (not being books of reference, e. g. 
Dictionaries) from the Library. 

The Librarian is in attendance at the Library 
during Term, for the purpose of receiving appli- 
cations for books. Notice is given at the beginning 
of each Term of the hours of attendance. 

Besident Graduates may, with permission from the 
College, obtain from the Librarian a key which will 
admit them to the Library in the day-time, and may 
take out books, provided that an entry be made in 
the Register of the name of the book, the name of 
the borrower, and the date. The date of the return 
of the book must also be entered in the same 
Register. 

All books borrowed during Term must be returned 
to the Library on or before the day of Collections. 
No books may, under any circumstances, be taken out 
of Oxford. 

The possessor of a Library key should return it to 
the Librarian before he goes out of residence, or in 
any case before the end of each Term. 

A^fine of £1 is to be inflicted for any violation of 
the last rule. 
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An Undergraduates' Library of Reference is pro- 
vided. 

The Boom is open from 9 a.m. to 11 p.m., and is 
supplied with writing materials. 

An alphabetical catalogue lies on the table of the 
Boom, together with a note-book for suggestions. 

No book may be marked, or written upon, or 
removed from the Room. The College wishes to 
insist upon this rule in the interest of the Readers. 

It is expected that every one using the Room will 
observe silence. 

The Librarian has been authorised to allow the 
books in this Library to be borrowed during Vacations. 
Application must be made to him a week before the 
day appointed for Collections. Books so borrowed 
must be returned to the Librarian on the first Monday 
in the following Term. 

Books lost or damaged must be replaced by the 
borrower. 

THE CHAPEL. 

All resident Members of the College are required 
to attend Chapel once each day, and twice on Sunday. 

Undergraduates residing in College, not being 
members of the Choir, are required to attend the 
Morning Chapel Service on at least three week-days. 
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The hours of Ghapel Service are, during Michaelmas 
and Lent Terms, 

On Sundays, Holy Communion 8 a.m. 

Morning Prayer 9.30 a.m. 
Evening Prayer 5 p.m. 
On other days,Moming Prayer 8 a.m. 

Evening Prayer 5.15 p.m. 
During Easter and Trinity Terms the hours of 
Service are, 

On Sundays, the same as ahove. 
On other days. Morning Prayer 7.30 a.m. 
Evening Prayer 6.16 p.m. 

Those who are prevented hy any cause other than 
illness from being present at Morning Prayer on 
Sunday, are required to call on the Dean, veithout 
further notice, at 1 p.m. 

Any one prevented by illness (unless his name is 
on the Aeger List) will send a note to the Dean to 
explain his absence. 

A plan, shewing the seat to be occupied by each 
Undergraduate in Ghapel, is suspended in the Ghapel 
at the beginning of each Term. 

It is the duty of the Scholars to read the Lessons 
for the Day in Ghapel. 

The Scholars whose duty it will be to read in each 
week during the Term are indicated on a List hung 
up in the Ghapel at the beginning of each Term. 
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The senior B.A. Scholar in Chapel will always 
read the Second Lesson. The Junior B.A. Scholar 
in Chapel will read the First Lesson on Surplice 
days, i.e. on Sundays, Saints* Days and Eves. 

If the Scholar whose week it is to read the First 
Lesson is not in Chapel, the junior Scholar in Chapel 
will read it. If the Scholar whose week it is to read 
the Second Lesson is not in Chapel, the senior 
Scholar in Chapel will read it. 

No person who is not a Memher of the College 
can he admitted to the Chapel Service without a 
written order from the Provost or one of the Fellows. 



THE CHOIR. 



Members of the College Choir are expected to 
be punctual in their attendance at all the Choral 
Services and Choir Practices. 

Members of the College desirous of joining the 
Choir are requested to signify their desire to the 
Dean. When a vacancy occurs in the Choir, those 
whose names are on the Dean's list will be examined 
by the Organist, and the successful candidate will, 
on the Precentor's and Organist's recommendation, 
be admitted to the Choir by the Provost. 
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Practices are held as follows : — 
Mondays atlp.m.lFor Men only: in the 

Thursdays i Practice-room. 

Fridays Full practice in Chapel. 

There is- also a Full Practice in Chapel on the 
First Sunday in every Term immediately after 
Morning Service; and on other Sundays when 
necessary. 

The list of attendances at Practices is sent to the 
Dean. 



TABERDAR8' ROOM. 



A Boom is provided for the use of residents, 
in which newspapers are supplied. 

The following are the rules for the use of the 
Boom :-^ 

1. That at the end of each Term a Steward and 
four other Members of Committee be elected by 
a general meeting: the Steward to be resident 
in College, 

2. That the Committee have power to summon 
a General Meeting on giving three days' notice: 
and that the Committee be required to summon 
a General Meeting on the application of seven 
members. 
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8. That at the end of each Term the Committee 
submit to a General Meeting a list of Papers for 
the ensuing Term : and that no Paper be admitted 
to the Boom without the permission of the Com- 
mittee. 

4. That Members have the privilege of introducing 
Visitors, who are not resident Members of tlie 
University. 

5. That by permission of the Committee the 
Boom may be lent to any Club* or Society which 
is open to all Members of the College, the Captain 
or President of such Club or Society to be responsible 
&r order: notice of such occasions to be sent to 
the Dean. 

6. That in the absence of the Steward the Senior 
Member of the Committee present, or, if no Member 
of the Committee be present, the Senior Member 
present, be responsible for order. 

7. That no games of chance and no betting be 
allowed. 

8. That a breach of order be punished by a fine 
of 2«. 6(2., the money to go to the benefit of the 
Boom: and that appeal in all cases be allowed to 
the Dean. 

9. That all charges incurred by Members be 
paid to the Committee at an appointed hour at 
the beginning of the next Term, defaulters being 
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reported to the Dean : and that all Members taking 
their Degree, or going out of residence, be first 
required to pay their account. 

10. That all breakages be made good. 

11. That these rules be not varied or added to 
without the consent of the College. 



ROOMS. 

The Bents of College Booms are charged at the 
end of each Term of residence in the Batell Accounts. 

All applications for change of Booms should be 
made to the Camerarius at least a fortnight before 
the end of Term, 

Applications for leave to go out of College must be 
made to the Dean at least a fortnight before the end 
of Term. 

Valuations of furniture, including crockery, brushes, 
&c, are entered in the Batell Accounts, the cost of 
valuation being charged to the buyer of the furniture. 

No exchange or alienation of fiumiture is allowed 
under any circumstances, except by personal arrange- 
ment between the out-going and the in-coming tenant 
of the Booms, with the sanction of the Junior Bursar. 

It is expected that the Booms should be left in all 
respects in habitable order when given up. 
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The amount of the valuation of the furniture in a 
set of two Booms is not under ordinary circum- 
stances to exceed J640 ; in a set of three Booms, £50. 

The College undertakes to keep the fabric and 
paint in good order ; e. g. to provide for the repair 
of veindow-frames, floors, walls; except in cases of 
wilful damage. All papering, repair of fittings, &c. 
must be done at the expense of the occupant. 

Some sets of Booms are let furnished. 

The College can ensure the occupancy of a com- 
plete set of Booms during the first twelve Terms 
only from the commencement of residence to a 
Scholar^ and during the first eight Terms to a 
Commoner. 



LODGINGS. 



Those who are living in Lodgings are subject to 
the same College rules and discipline as those who 
are in College. 

They are also subject to the disciplinary control of 
the Lodging House Delegates of the University. No 
Member of the University is allowed to reside in any 
Lodging House not licensed by the Delegates.

' The College reserves to itself the right of pro- 
hibiting any of its Members, from occupying any 
particular Lodgings in the town. To obviate in- 
convenience, before engaging to take any Lodgings, 
Undergraduates should get the assent of the College, 
through the Dean, to their occupying the Lodgings 
in question. 



AEGER LIST. 



Undergraduates who are prevented by illness from 
attending Chapel or Lecture, are required to obtain 
leave from the Dean for their names to be entered 
on the ' Aeger List.' 

Those who have their names upon the Aeger List 
are expected not to go beyond the gates of the 
College, without special leave from the Dean. 

They are provided with mutton broth and plain 
cooked meat from the Kitchen; but can be permitted, 
on obtaining leave from the Dean, to substitute for 
this any food their medical attendant may deem 
expedient 

. Names may not be taken off the Aeger List 
without permission from the Dean. 
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GATE FINES. 



The College Gate is closed at p.m. After that 
hour no resident in College is allowed to go out, 
except by an order from a Tutor. The fine for 
coming into College between

A list of those who come in after p.m. is sent to 
the Provost and the Dean. No Undergraduate or 
B.A. may stay out of College or Lodgings after 12, 
without previous permission from the Provost or 
Dean. 

When any one who is not a member of the College 
goes out after 10 o*clock, the fine is imposed on the 
occupant of the rooms from which he came. 

Residents in Lodgings are charged the same fines 
for going out of College, as residents in College are 
charged for coming in. 

These rules do not apply to Masters of Arts* 

During Vacation no one is allowed to go in or out 
of the College gates after 10 p.m. 
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SERVANTS. 

The wages of the College Servants are charged in 
Batells, and no Servant is entitled to receive any 
perquisites or gratuities whatever. The attention of 
all Members of the College is particularly called to 
this rule. 

Any complaints against the College Servants should 
be made to the Provost, Junior Bursar, or Dean.

THE HALL. 



The hour of Dinner is 6 p.m., except during the 
Summer Term, when it is 7 p.m. 

A notice of the arrangement of the tahles is put 
up in Hall at the heginning of each Term. 

The charges in Hall vary with the market prices 
of provisions. A list of prices is supplied to each 
resident. 
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Any Undergraduate who wishes to withdraw his 
name from the Dinner in Hall, or who intends to 
have friends to dine with him« must send notice to 
the Kitchen hefore 10.30 a.m. at the latest. 

Names may be replaced on the Dinner-list up 
to a quarter of an hour before Dinner time : any 
one dining when his name is off the list is charged 
Is. 6i. extra. 

Any one not dining when his name is on the 
list is charged Is. 

No one can be allowed to bring in more than two 
friends to Dinner on the same day. 

Any one bringing into Hall a Visitor who is a 
Member of the University, must see that he wears 
his Academical dress. 

Orders for Coffee may be sent to the Kitchen 
not later than 6.30 p.m., or in Summer 7.30 p.m. 

A tariff of Commons will be put up in Hall at the 
beginning of each Term. 
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THE KITCHEN. 

The Kitchen is open during the following hours : 

On Week-days, 7.46 to 10.30 a.m. 

(In Summer Term, 7.16 to 10.30 a.m.) 
12.46 to 1.30 p.m. 

6.16 to 7.30 p.m. 

8.30 to 0.0 p.m. 
(In Summer Term, 6.0 to 8.30 p.m.) 
On Sundays, 7.46 to 0.30 a.m. 

1.16 to 1.46 p.m. 

6.16 to 7.30 p.m. 

8.30 to 0.0 p.m. 
(In Summer Term, 6.16 to 8.30 p.m.) 

Hot Commons for Breakfast are served on week- 
days in the two Winter Terms from 8.16 to 8.46, 
and in the Summer Term from 7.46 to 8.16. A 
list of prices is sent out at the beginning of each 
Term. 

Breakfast for more than four persons cannot be 
supplied from the Kitchen without an order from 
the Dean, which order must be obtained oyer^night 

Luncheon for more than four persons cannot be 
supplied from the Kitchen without an order from 
the Dean. For permission to give a hot Luncheon 
it is necessary to call on the Dean. 

No Breakfast or Luncheon party is allowed to 
exceed 2<. a head. 
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No Luncheons, hot Breakfasts, or hot Commons, 
are supplied on Sundays. 

Supper for more than four persons cannot be sent 
to the same Booms. No exceptions to this rule are 
permissible. The cost of Supper is not allowed to 
exceed 1$, Qd. a head. 

THE BUTTERY. 

The Buttery is open during the following hours : 

On Week-days, 7.30 to 8.0 a.m. 

(In Summer Term, 7.15 to 7.45 a.m.) 

12.45 to 1.30 p.m. 

5.30 to 7.30 p.m. 

8.30 to 9.0 p.m. 
(In Summer Term, 6.0 to 8.30 p.m.) 

On Sundays, 7.30 to 8.0 a.m. 

(In Summer Term, 7.15 to 7.45 a.m.) 

1.15 to 1.45 p.m. 

5.30 to 7.30 p.m. 

(In Summer Term, 5.15 to 7.0 p.m.) 

8.30 to 0.0 p.m. 

(In Summer Term, 8.0 to 8.30 p.m.) 

Gentlemen are desired to let their Servants know 
at the beginning of Term whether they wish a Com- 
mons or a Double Commons of Bread and Butter to 
be taken out regularly for them for Breakfast. 

Groceries may be obtained from the Buttery. A list 
of prices is sent out at the beginning of each Term. 
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COLLEGE BILLS. 

An account is sent every Saturday during Term 
to each resident Member of the College, stating the 
expenses he has incurred in Kitchen and Buttery 
during the week ending the preceding Thursday. 

The attention of the Dean is called to any account 
in which the amount exceeds a certain sum. 

Before the commencement of Michaelmas, Lent, 
and Easter Terms, a Batell account is sent to every 
one who has been in residence during the preceding 
Term. This account must be settled with the 
Bursar on the appointed day in the first week of 
Term. No arrears can, under any circumstances, 
be allowed to accumulate. 

The above Terminal account contains the sum 
total of the Weekly bills, together with other charges 
due to the College for the preceding Term, which 
are explained below. 

Every Undergraduate pays a quarterly Fee of 10». 
to the University for the first four years, or until the 
B.A. degree is taken, and 68. a quarter afterwards. 
Every member of the College below the degree 
of M.A. pays 5». a quarter to the College, Masters 
of Arts and members with higher degrees 3«. 6d, 
a quarter. These charges are made in Batells, under 
the head '* University and College Dues." Masters 
of Arts are at liberty to compound for these pay- 
ments : for the Scale of Composition, see p. 7. 
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** Establishment Charges " is a contribution pud 
by every resident Member of the College towards 
salaries of Cooks, Hall Waiters, Porters, Shoe and 
Knife Gleaning, Delivery of Letters, Hall Fire, Gas, 
Bates, &c. and is paid in three Terminal instalments 
during the year, of £4 by residents in College, and 
£2 10«. by residents out of College. 

The charge for attendance (*< Bedmaker*s Wages") 
is £2 89. Qd. per Term of residence, and includes the 
entire salary of the servant No supplementary fees 
ought to be expected or given ; and no perquisites 
belong to the servant. The attention of Under- 
graduates is particularly drawn to this rule, and it 
is hoped that they will assist in carrying it out 

When a resident in College stays up in Vacation, 
his servant is allowed to make an extra charge of 5s. a 
week, paid in Batells, four days to count as a week. 

The charge for " Cleaning Booms," (i. e. carpet- 
beating, window-cleaning, grate-polishing, &c.) at 
the beginning of each Term, varies from 5^. to 
109. according to the size of the room, number of 
windows, &c. 

Oendemen who reside less than a whole Term are 
charged a pro rata share of Establishment Charges 
and Boom Bents. 

All letters placed in the College Letter Box should 
be stamped. The item " Postage ** only includes such 
payments for understamped letters, &c. as are un- 
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avoidably made at the Post Office by the College 
Postman. 

A list of the Messenger's and Laundresses* charges 
will be found at pages 18 and 10. 

The charge for Tuition is £S at the end of each 
Term of residence, i. e. £24 per annum. After nine 
payments this charge ceases, and £i U, per Term is 
charged to those who are still attending College 
Lectures. The Tutors allow £5 per Term for three 
Terms, towards Fees, to any Student who passes 
Moderations not later than his seventh Term, 
and reads to the satisfaction of his instructors in 
Natural Science. 

The holder of a Scholarship, Clerkship, or Exhi- 
bition has one-third of its annual value placed to his 
credit at each settlement of account 



GENERAL COLLEGE RULES. 

No music or singing is allowed within the College, 
except between the hours of 1 and 8 p.m. 

No dogs are allowed to be kept or brought within 
the College. 

The University requires all its members to wear 
their academical dress in the streets before 1 p.m. 
and after dusk. The College requires its under- 
graduate members to wear their academical caps in 
' the quadrangles till 1 o'clock.

In Chapel, in Hall, at Lectures, or when caUing 
officially on any officer of the College, members of 
the University are required to wear their academical 
dress. 

The University prohibits smoking in the streets ; 
the College prohibits it in the quadrangles. 

Every resident in College is accountable for any 
disturbance or irregularity which may occur in his 
rooms. 

No Undergraduate is allowed to sleep out of his 
rooms or lodgings, without special leave from the 
Provost. The Provost declines to consider any 
application which is not recommended by the Dean 
and the applicant's Tutor. 

No Undergraduate is allowed to leave Oxford 
for the day, without the leave of the Dean, 

In case absence from Oxford for the day or night 
involves absence from any Lecture, notice of the fact 
must be sent by the Undergraduate himself to his 
Tutor and to the Lecturer. 

No Undergraduate is allowed to stay in Oxford 
after the last day of Collections, or to return before 
or after the first day of Term, without leave from 
the Provost. 

Any Undergraduate who has obtained leave to return 
to Oxford before or after the first day of Term, is 
required on his arrival to report himself to the Dean, 
or, in his absence, to the senior Fellow in residence. 
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No Undergraduate is allowed to hunt, unless 
application is made by his Parent or Ouardian to 
the Provost for leave, specifying how often such 
leave is desired; and he shall not hunt, without 
special leave being given on each occasion. 

No tradesmen, or others, are allowed to call on 
Undergraduates resident in College for the purpose 
of soliciting their custom ; nor are beggars admitted 
within the College gates. Gentlemen are desired to 
assist the College Authorities in enforcing this 
regulation. 

The arrangement of hours of Chapel on Sundays 
will enable all the College servants to leave College 
in time to attend Morning Service at their Parish 
Churches. It is desired that all resident Members 
of the College will cooperate with the College 
Authorities to secure this result, by finishing their 
breakfasts and leaving their rooms to be cleared
